The  quantity  of  poultry  certified  under  Federal  inspection  during  September 
totaled  125,778,000  pounds  compared  with  102,1*89,000  pounds  in  September  last 
yearc  Of  this  total,  69,32!*, 000  pounds  were  chickens  and  ether  poultry,  and 
56,1*514,000  pounds  were  turkeys  f During  September  of  last  year,  the  quantity 
of  poultry  certified  consisted  of  52,1*89,000  pounds  of  chickens  and  other 
poultry,  and  50,000,000  pounds  of  turkeys 9
